second, it is largely based on a 
definite interrup tion of the de­ 
cline in 1932, a basis of hop e 
which was lacking at the ends 
of 1930 and 1931. 
Malcolm Muir, p resident of the 
McGraw-Hill Publishing Co., bas­ 
ing his com m ent on m aterial 
gathered by editors of 31 trade 
p ublications, stresses the stabili­ 
ty which develop ed in business 
and security m arkets in the last 
half of 1932. He states th a t in­ 
dustrial op inion sup p orts the be­ 
lief th at “the first quarter of 1933 
will see definite imp rovement.” 
In textiles, p articularly , which 
had a brisk up turn in the last 
half of 1932, he finds th a t a high 
level of activity is anticip ated for 
the first quarter of 1933. 
In 
non-ferrous 
m etals 
he 
p oints 
out th at 
gold 
mining, 
“the one dep ression-p roof 
in­ 
dustry ," p robably reached a new 
high record of outp ut in 1932. In 
other 
non-ferrous 
metals, 
he 
found the immediate future un­ 
certain, but said p roducers were 
looking for an imp rovement in 
demand. 
Food industries suffered in 1932 
from huge crop s and diminished 
exp orts, but “1933 should see a 
moderate imp rovement in 
the 
technical p osition of agricultural 
commodities.” 
| 
Chemicals enter 1933 with fair 
p rosp ects of imp rovement over 
the last quarter of 1932, but how 
long the advance will continue 
“dep ends up on continued activ­ 
ity in such basic chemical con­ 
suming industries as textiles, 
leather, iron and steel, and au­ 
tomobile construction." 
While Muir finds “little exp ec­ 
tation of a rap id increase in elec­ 
tric p ower consump tion in the 
first quarter of 1933, y ear-end 
indications p oint to a slow but 
sustained up turn.” Engineering 
construction had been reduced to 
an abnormally low level a t the 
end of the y ear, but imp rove­ 
m ent in the bond m arket was 
indicated as hop eful, in th a t it 
may eventually stim ulate financ­ 
ing of new p rojects. 
In the 
m achinery industry , 
sales were found p ractically sta ­ 
tic a t below 10 p er cent of ca­ 
p acity , but the movement for in­ 
dustrial rehabilitation was re­ 
garded as hop eful for this indus­ 
try .

for this dev ice th a t it will cu t labor costs 75 p er 
cent and obv iate th e necessity for transient la ­ 
bor. 
A new ty p e of tractor th a t weighs little more 
th a n a big d ra ft horse, bu t has th e su stained 
p u lling p ower of fou r d ra ft horses. It costs no 
m ore th a n th e av erage sm all m otor car, does belt 
work and su p p lies p ower for binders or other 
m achines hitched to it. 
A m achine w hich bru shes, grades and p olishes 
1000 bu shels of p otatoes a day , being som ew hat 
sim ilar to a recently inv ented m achine w hich 
bru shes th e fu zz from p eaches. 
A “com bine m ilk er” w ith w hich th e m ilk is 
nev er ex p osed to th e air from th e tim e it leav es 
the cow u ntil it enters the bottle. 
A new balloon-ty p e of tractor tire w hich is 
said to increase the rate of p lowing by 27 p er 
cent and to m ak e a sav ing of 23 p er cent in fu el 
costs. 
A ll-steel barns w hich are ship p ed in p arts from 
the factory and erected on th e farm in u nits d e­ 
signed for 24 or 32 cows or any oth er stand ard 
sized herd or flock . 
Thu s, the m echanical ex p erts hav e it all fig­ 
u red ou t how a farm er can cu t his labor costs 
and increase his p rodu ction a t the sam e tim e. 
So far, howev er, none of these engineering 
w izards has inv ented a m achine w hich will e n­ 
able the farm er to find a m ark et for th e tre ­ 
m endou s su rp lu s crop s already on h and or a m a ­ 
chine th a t will lift a m ortgage.

She had been brought 
from the state prison at Flor­ 
ence after she had repeatedly 
asked for an opportuntiy to “tell 
everything.” 
Mrs. Judd was convicted of
